To the Editor of Tur Review. 


My last letter was written from Los 
Angeles, (the city of the angela) for 
years a Spanish-Mexican town on San 
Gabriel mver, about 15 miles from the 
ocean. When l say river it is nothing 
like our rivers with waterfalls and larce 
bodies of water passing along. The bed 
of the stream is wide enough with a 
small stream that perhaps once a year 
swells into reapectable proportions by 
the floods from the mountains in the 
rainy season. The use made of streams 
here are principally for irrigation. I 
do not propose in this communication 
to refer further to this city but leave it 
for another opportunity. 

We returned to Fullerton on Satur- 
day and 1 propose to give a brief sketch 
of our surroundings. This ranch, Mr. 
Sydmer Ross's, is 14 miles from the 
Fullerton station, a bright. progressive 
looking village of 800 to 400 population. 
It grew up from the needs of the locality 
after the Southern California, a brane 
of the Santa Fe R. R., was built here a 
few years ago and is one of the boom 
towns that will go on progressing. 
There are two churches.—Baptist and 
Methodist—a high school, a big hotel, 
packing houses and warehouses for 
ae, walnuts and grain. and a 
number of business places, including a 
bank. Ite prosperity is assured by the 
surrounding country which produces, as 
the packing houses indicate, large quan- 
tities of oranges, lemons, and aheate 
with a great variety of dissidious fruits 
Of to the worth and north-west is the 
valley of the La Habra, a large grain 
producing section, while almost north 
on the foothills a few miles away are 
the oil wells which produge large quan- 
tities of oil, as yet only used for feeding 
furnaces and Jucubratibg purposes, but 
is stated as quite suitable when properly 
refined for lighting. This ranch is 24 
miles from Anahiem, on the Anna river, 
a town of 1400'population. This is an 
old German town which sprang up a 
number of years ago under the fostering 
influences of a German Colony settled 
here for wine making purposes, which 
business was financially a t success 
until a blight of some kind came te the 
yines. It is described by some as a 
‘sort of consumption” with the result 
of almost wiping the vineyards out and 
compelled the people to turn to some 
other business for a livelihood. For- 
tunately oranges, lemons, and walnuts 
could be produced and soon the whole 
valley was coyered with orchards of 
this fruit. Of course it took years to 
bring them to profitable maturity, but 
many are now thus growing rapidly 
into such age as brings with it satisfac- 
tory financial profits. There are many 
other kinds of fruit raised, such as apri- 
cots, olives, limes, pomegranates, peach- 
of, peare, netarines, guayas, etc., etc. 
The ranch at which we are stopping 
was at one time all in grapes, but when 
the blight came was turned into orange 
and walnut orchards. There was a fine 
large wine building, now used for a 
barn and stables. The former owner 
had built a fine residence and only part- 
ed with the property owing to ill health. 
The whole area is about 50 acres, all 
under a high state of cultivation, and 
contains 1485 orange trees with the rest 
in walnuts. There ure other kinds of 
fruit but not in quantity, such as 
lemons, figs, ears, apricots, guavas, 
olives for family use, with raspberries 
in quantity. © attempt is made to 
grow grapes as they can be bought a 
ranch or two off for a cent = pound, 
of the best quality, where they sell in 
bulk for 80 cents per 100 fhe. The horses 
on the ranch are fed with barley and 
wheat. hay, which means barley and 
wheat cut while the grain is in the milk. 
It is bought for $8 per ton. Cows are fed 
with ‘* Alfalfa hay,” which is cat from 
5 to 7 times per year, produces abont 10 
tons per annum, and brings $8 per ton. 
We are about 15 miles, so they say, from 
the ocean, 2% to Anahiem, 12% to 
* Anahiem landing.” From Fullerton 
station to Los Angeles it is only 24 miles 
and reached in 45 minutes.

coming into South California and for 
soil, climate and conditions of conven- 
jence, have seen no ranch to excel it. 
For state of cultivation, order, and in- 
ternal conveniences such as houses, 
barns, windmills, pumps, the grounds 
— ee ade trees with easy 
supply of water forirrigating purposes, 
and roads on three sides, T Sass seen 
few toequal toit. This state of culti- 
vation and convenience has been 
brought about by hard work. It re- 
quires diligence and intelligent applica- 
tion of labor, fertilizers, fumigation, 
and irrigation to maintain it. These 
are the conditions of success, and suc- 
cess means rapid increase in products 
and value of property. ‘his section of 
country has some advantages not de- 
pendent on labor. The soil is of a very 
tine quality. The frost doea not affect 
the orange trees as in some other parts 
and there being no mountains bet ween 
them and the ocean the heat of summer 
is tempered by the daily ocean breezes. 
There is only a limited district in 
which walnuts can be grown and Fuil- 
erton is very much the centre of it. 
There are two kinds—hard. shell and 
soft shell. The latter are the best to 
raise and command the best price. The 
walnut trees give the best return for 
the labor expended but not per acre. 
On the north of this ranch is one of 
walnuts containing a hundred acres, on 
the west and north two of 100 each and 
one of 180 acres, and on the east one of 
109 acres and so on—walnuts, orances. 
lemons and apricots. The walnut tree 
is deep rooted and will not thrive on a 
clay subsoil. In some sections there are 
currents of water several feet beneath

supplied with water by irrigation 
This ranch has ditches on the two high- 
est sides, north and east, and into these 
the water is let to run from main canals 
when required and from these it is dis- 
tributed to the trees and there retained 
by four ridges in the form of a square 
until it soaks into the soil. This is the 
hardest work of an orange or walnut 
ranch and when commenced requires 
active attention day and night and al! 
days of the week until finished. Then 
there is the picking. Every orange has 
to be clip off with shears made for 
the purpose. This must be done if they 
are to be shipped in good order. Then 
comes the sorting and packing at the 
packing houso—a description of which 
would be too long for this communica- 
tion. The walnuts have a kind of cur- 
ing process which on a ranch of the 
size I have been describing it will cost 
from $25.00 to $80.00 per acre. 
This is exclusive of picking and 
fertilizers. Fertilizers. as the word in- 
dicates, is to supply plant food and is 
of varions kinds, and fumigating is to 
destroy a scale made by an insect on the 
body and limbs of the orange tree, 
Nothing of this kind is required for 
walnuts, I have teen thus particular 
in the description to show that neither 
the orange or walnut (the two most im- 
portant producta of this country) are 
produced without much labor and 
anxious care, and‘also to show that in 
the ranch referred to—worked by one so 
well known in Madoc—what can be 
accomplished. An orange tree fairly 
grown of thebeat navel species can be 
made to produce from 4 to 6 boxes or 
crates, ut at.a moderate price as net 
returns over packing and transportation 
to market, say $1 4a low pribe) per box. 
Put an acre at 8) trees—some plant as 
high as 107 trees—average $5 per tree = 
S190 per acre. For 1485 trees, say 16 
acres, = $6100 ; 81 acres of walnuts—800 
trees ~each tree producing 70 to 100 ths. 
of nuts—say 89 tbs. at 8 cents per fh, = 
96.40 per tree, and 890 trees = $5120 or 
about $159 per acre ; total on ranch = 
$11,520. From this total deduct for 
walnut labor $920,for orange labor $480 
= say 1000; add to this as interest of 
capital in ranch on $30,000,for the ranch 
is worth it, at 6 % = $1800, making 
total deduction of $2600, leaving a clear 
margin over all of $8720, This may 
seem large but to confirm the statement 
that itis a thoroughly conservative one, 
last year at Riverside two oran 

ranches of 20 acres each having well 
developed trees of navel oranges sold 
the fruit on the trees for $10,900 each, 


the buyer picking thetruit. They can’t 


grow walnuts at Riverside successfully. 
The navel orange is most in demand 
and is now most largely cultivated and 
the yielding power when well cultivated 
is eg great. For instance, on this 

ranch I noticed a small tree, not by 
means fully developed, heavily loaded 
and I took pains to note it. It was 
about 6 feet across the lower limbs and 
ran to =o at top about 10 feet high. 
I counted 248 large oranges that would 
require 8 boxes to hold them and this 
was not an uncommon sight. It was 
results like this that gave character to 
the country and caused a rush of immi- 
sen and a boom to the towns. 
Vant of experiance caused great blund- 
ers. Frosty districts lost their trees 
Bad soils failed to grow thrifty trees. 
The black scale, white scale and red 
scale made their appearance and many 
other discouragements but patient in- 
yestigation and labor have overcome 
the difficulties and now properly select- 
ed lands intelligently worked are pro- 
ducing results in orange and walnut 
wing that are unequalled in any 

ind of fruit culture

DR. JAMESON IN COURT. 


AN ENTHUSIASTIC RECEPTION IN 
LONDON. 


Charges Against the Priseners—The Saxt- 
Strate’s Appeal- He Aska Them te Avetd 
Reusing the Peepics Spirit, 

A despatch from London says: Dr. 
Jameson, with his officers, was taken 
off the steamer Victoria by a police 
launch, which reached Waterloo pier 
at 630 pm. on “Tuesday. A large 
crowd ‘had gathered at the pier, 


and wher Jameson appeared be was) 


loudly cheered. The party entered two 
omnibusea, which conveyed themto the 
Bow Street Police Court, the cheering 
crowd running alongside the vehicles 
throughout the journey. Upon their 
arrival at the Row Street Court Dr. 
Jameson and his comrades were 
promptly arraigned before the Magis 
trade upon formal charges. After hear- 


| ing evidence briefly the Magistrate ad- 


journed the examination for a fort- 
night, releasing Jameson and the oth- 
ers upon their own recognizances of 
£2,000 each. Fourteen others were 
charged with Dr. Jameson with having 
made war upon a friendly State. Jame- 
son and his companions were loudly 
cheered as they entered the court room, 
and there was a renewal of the popular 
enthusiasm,-after the party got inside 
the .Magistrate being unable to put a 
stop to the demonstration. The party 
were again cheered as they left the 
court, and were followed after they got 
outside by a great crowd; who repeat- 
edly gave expression to their enthusi- 
asm in cheers. : 

The party on arriving was given a 
most tumultuous welcome by the great 
crowd gathered about the court. In an- 
ticipation of Dr. Jameson’s arraign- 
ment, a large crowd of people, compos- 
6d principally of members of the aris- 
tocracy, had assembled in the court- 
room before noon, and awaited Dr. 
Jameson's arrival. Seated upon the 
bench .with the Magistrates were the 
Duke of Abercorn, Lord and Lady Ab 
ercorn, Gen. Geo. Gerald and Lady 
Foley, and Viscoant Chelsea and Hon. 
Robert: Arthur Ward, members of the

The proposed Act introduced at 
the present Session of the Ontario 
Legislatare, reducing the number 
of County Councillors, will be an 
optional one in any ¢ounty,and only 
in counties where there are more 
than twenty members in the Coun- 
cil is it necessary that the people 
shall be called upon to yote as to 
whether they want the reduction or 
not. In counties where the Coun- 
cillors number twenty or more the 
question must be submitted to the 
people. If the Act is passed and 
adopted by any county it will 
not affect the Councils of 1897, but 
will come into effect in the follow- 
ing year. 

Under the provisions of the act the 
Councils shall be composed of nine 
members for the first 40,000 popula- 
tion. Hastings, with over 60,000 pop- 
ulation, will require more. The 
method of nomination is that any 
25 or more electors may sign. and 
deposit with the County Clerk the 
name or names of persons possess- 
ing the qualifications required of 
Municipal Councillors, as candidates 
for membership in the County Coun- 
cil. It more candidates offer than 
are required, then the Reeves and 
Deputy Reeves of the Township 
Councils shall vote for whateyer 
candidates they see fit, each haying 
votes for the full number of Coun- 
cillors needed. According to this 
the Reeves and Deputy Reeves have 
no better chance of being elected 
than any other elector.

IN THR ORIMEA OF 0-DAY 


A RECENT VISIT TO SEBASTOPOL 
AND ITS ENVIRONS, 
Memerics of That Biewly Wara Vartar | 

Tewn—Palace of a Khan Service at «| 

Merger Kiet a Pleasing t41y. 

The country for many miles below 
Sebastopol ia “one vast, dread, drear, 
burned-out plain,” but very impressive 
through the memories of that blawdlicat 
war of which it was the theatre writes: 
& correspondent. On the hillsides are 
aoe enormous natural caves, one of 
which, it is said, can contain a whole 
regiment of soldiers, and which was, I 
believe, utilized by the English. One 
eatohes a glimpee of the valley or gorges 
of Balaklava, and passes within sight 
of the English, French, and Italian 
cemeteries. From Sebastupo! itself we 
were rowed across the bay to the great 
Russian cemetery, where 100,000 soldiers 
are paid to be buried. At the top of 
the elevation on which the cemetery lies 
is a memorial chapel, the interior of 
which is one of the most beautiful 
things in Russia. The walls are almost 
completely lined with moeaica in deli- 
cate light colors, representing largely 
seenes from the Passion and solemn 
angels in white garments. The other 
ornamentation is of silver or gold on a 
white ground. On the walls are tablets 
commemorative of the Kussian reg-. 
iments which took part and the soldiers 
who fell in the Crimean war. Shady 
avenues radiate from the chapel through 
the grounds, where, beside the monu- 
tents of the heroes of 1854-4, are those 
of numerous army and navy officers 
who have died of late years, and great 
mounds covered with enormous granite 
Slabs beneath each of which 200 soldiers 
are said to lie. Certain restrictions 
and prohibitions have lately been re- | 
moved from the town of Sebastopol, con- | 
siderable building and renovation has | 
been engaged in, and the place is assum- 
ingg & more prosperous aspect than it, 
is said to have worn for many a long | 
year. Here, too, we are closes upon! 
classical ground. Only a few versts | 
southward is the ancient Tauris, where | 
{phegenia was for so long the priestess | 
of Artemis, 

The railway, which runs straight 
northward from Sebastopol, passes 
through Inkerman, and some interest- 
ing and 

BEAUTIFUL COUNTRY. 
Two hours by rail from Sebastopol is | 
a Tartar town called Backtchi-Sarai, un- ' 
ique in Russia, and for that matter, in 
Europe, where Tartar customs prevail 
almost as in the days before the place 
belonged to the Russian empire. The 
town is traversed by one long, narrow 
street, lined on both sides by low dwell- 
ings which in the daytime are turned 
into shops where all the traffic of the 
place is carried on. The men sit in the 
wide doorways, many of them  cross- 
legged. like Turks or tailors working at | 
the articles of their trade or walling 
for customers. Here pieces of meat re 
suspended on a hook, next come rows ’ 
of red and yellow slippers ranged upon 
the ground, then fruit stalls, then a 
European variety shop, end so on, da 
capo. There were comparatively few 
women about, and these were all en- 
veloped in a white garment like a sheet, 
pinned tightly about the head, and with 
only a narrow slit through which the 
eyes ate vissible. In fact, the women 
much more closely veiled here than in 
are much more closely veiled here than 
in Constantinople. 

We visited first the palace of the 
Khan, now uninhabited and under the 
care of @ Russian guardian. The en- 
trance gate, adorned with bright-colored 
scrolls and traceries, and overhung with 
vines, opens into a charming garden, 
on one side of which the palace is built. 
It contains a series of low, studded 
rooms, decorated in bright colors, and 
with texts from the Koran running 
round the walls. Over some of the 
doors are garlands of fruits and flowers 
in. bas relief, like some of the Floren- 
tine work. There are the living rooms . 
of.the Khan and the “Crown Prince,” 
in one of which Catherine If. slept on 
her visit to the Crimea shortly after | 
its conquest in 1783. There is also a 
pretty hall where she took her after- 
noon coffee. Then there is an audience | 
chamber, in which the Khan received. | 
foreign Ambassadors, a hall of justice, 
where offenders against his laws were 
jo and @ summer “fountain room,” 
with ever-plashing water, a delightful 
retreat in the almost torrid heat of this | 
climate during the summer months. ‘The 
women's side of the house, or the harem, 
is shut off from the other side by a 
high, white wall, and contains nothing 
worthy of mention. In a sort of 
chapel beyond the garden are the monu- 
ments — of A Khans and their 
wives, y are e h sarcophazi, 
of white stone, with raised srabeeques 
in white and green along the sides. At 
the head and foot is a sort of post, 
finishing in a

according to the sex of the deceased, 
the turban being the masculine symbol 
and the cap the feminine. Without is 
a small Mussulman cemetery, where re- 
latives of the Khans and some of the 
ae priests are buried.

MR. WILLSON’S FAMILY. 

Mr. Willson’s grandfather, the Hon 
Jobn Willson, was one of the ablest 
men who sat in the early Legislature 
of the old province of Upper Canada. He 
represented the west riding ef York 
{now Halton) from 1809 to 1820, and the 
county of Wentworth from 1820 to 1831, 
being made Speaker of the House of 
Assembly in 1825. 

The subject of our preacnt sketch is 
| the only son of this grandfather's young- 
bes son, the late Thomas Whitehead Wil- 
jlsen, who died in 1874, the Hon. John 
Willson having died in Winona (then 
jeelled Ontario), in 1861, Like his grand- 
jfather, Mr. Willson is largely a self- 
inade man: His father moved te New 
York in 1865, and at the age of 18 he 
returned with his parents to Canadaand 
his father having died in the following 
year, he was seat to school in Hamii- 
ton, whare be remauned till 1882. His 
| education in that city was chiefly at the 
Collegiate Institute. While at school he 
showed @ special aptitude for chemistry 
and physical seienve. Following this

| barium earbide by heati a mixture

sodium. Now, acetylene could only be 
produced in very minute quantities.

A special meeting of the Village Coun- 
cil was held on Monday evening last, in 
accordance with adjournment last week. 
All the members were present. 

Had the Lord‘ High Chancellor of 
Timbuctoo been expected to opan the 


Council, scarcely greater interest could "

sonally interested in this By-law re- 
garding a business tax, therefore, be 
it resolved that this Guneil adjourn 
until the next regular meeting and 
thereby take no action in this matter.

EARLY NATIVES. 
Eaypt the Country That First Possessed 
® Regular Fleet, 

It is uncertain what was the earliest 
date at which the Egyptians first equip- 
ped a fleet. It is probable that there 
was at an early date two Egyptian 
fleets, one in the Red Sea and another 
in the Mediterranean. On the wall 
paintings an Egyptian bireme is shown 
as early as 1700 B.C. In the wall paint- 
ings of the twelfth and thirteenth cen- 
turies B.C., Dardanians, Mysians, Lyc- 
ians and Maconians are represented as 
combined with Egypt. A still more 

erful combination suffered «a crush- 
ing defeat at the hands of Rameses ILI. 
The earliest known representation of a 
naval battle is found at Medinet Habou, 
where the Northmen of the Mediter- 
ranean, with vessels decked and curv- 
ed at each end are represented as de- 
feated by the Egyptians in vessels or- 
namented with a mast, crow's nest and 
latforms at each end of the archers. 
t will be seen that this is an advanc- 
ed type of vessel. Other vessels are 
found on Egyptian monuments ranging 
from the time of the fourth ig cw f 
or more than 3,000 years before Christ,

TOLLS FOR ROYALTY. 
Curtons Regulations That Gevern the Use 
of et, Paul's Great Bell. 


The Great Bell of St. Paul's was not 
tolled for Prince Henry of Bajtenburg 
because he was not in the line of de- 
scent from any English severeign. This 
honor is paid only to a member of the 
Royal family who could under any con- 
eeivable circumstances succeed to the 
Throne; though it may be doubted 
whether the bell would toll for a Royal 
infant not in the direct line of succes- 


sion. This rule does not apply. to the. 


consert of the sovereign, of the heir 
apparent, ot of a Prince or Princess on 
the ateps of the Throne. The booming 
of. the Great Bell of St. Paul’s waa the 
first intimation which the citizens of 
London received of the death of the 
Prince Consort, which occurred at 11 
o'clock on the night of Saturday, 
oember 14, 1861. 
Outside the Royal family, the only 
reona for whom the bell ia tolled are 
Arech-bishop of Canterbury, the 


Bishop of London, the Dean of St. Paul's, 
and the Lord Mayor of London dying in 


his year of office. The bell tolled” is)

On 
the occurrence of a death in the Royal 
family, the Home Secretary at once 
communicates with the Lord Mayor, 
desi im to oonvey news to the 
Dean of St. Paul’s, with a request that 
the great bell may be tolled.

The last occasion was on 
the death of the Duke of Clarence, on 
January 14, 1892. The Duke died at 
9.15 a. m., and the bell was tolled from 
11 till 12. At the funeral of the late 
Canon Liddon, in September, 1890, 
“Great Paul,” which is much the deep- 


er and more sonorous bell of the two, | 


was made available, as by the rules the 
old Creat Bell could not be used. * 


SLEIGHING WITHOUT HORSES. 


Motors for horseless  sleighs are 
among the latest novelties. They are 
light, powerful affairs, and can be run 
by an amateur as easily as those attach- 
ed to horseless carriages. The sleighs 
are designed to rua either on the snow 
or ice, A pair of spurred wheels is 
arranged between runners, and with 
a (ittle lever the driver can adjust 
them so that they will work on the 
soft snow just as smoothly as upon ice. 
One inventor has also provided against 
the danger of breaking through — the 
ice. His sleigh is formed something 
like a boat, and is perfectly watertight. 
If the ice should break the sleigh 
would float, and the ice-spurs would 
act as paddle-wheels in bringing you 
to shore again.

BICYCLES AND TRADES. 


The adoption of bicycling by that very 
large class who have only a limited sum 
to spend on luxuries, has affected in 
avery marked degree those trades which 
cater for the amusements of this class.

provided bicycle schools and machines 
in addition te their former stock in 
trade. The chief gainers have been bi- 
cyclé makers, dealers and menders, la- 
dies’ and athletic tailors, and the hold- 
ers of country inns on popular routes, 
It is also probable that butchers, bak- 
ers and a erotecets of plain food 
have benefited by the craze..

Most good butter makers prefer. the 
cream to become slightly acid before 
churning, but the acid should not’ be 
carried too far, for if it is the yield of 
butter will not be as great, as the acid 
will consume, to a certain extent, the 
ol or butter portion of the cream. 

The cream should be churned at a 
temperature of 50 to 60 degrees in the 


sutnmer, and at 60 to 62 degrees in the | 


winter. When milk ia set in shallow 
pans and allowed to stand thirty-six 
to forty-eight hours at a temperature 


not varying but little from 60 degrees, | 


the cream will perhaps be very near 
the proper condition and temperature 


for churning, when removed or skim- | 


med. But when cream is raised by 
the cold, deep-setting or Swedish me 
thod, ita temperature is, of course, not 
the proper one for churning, and unless 
sweet cream butter is preferred, it must 
be allowed to stand until the proper 
degree of acidity has been developed. 

On removing, or separating the cream 
from the milk, it should bé stored in 
tin pails having ventilated covers, and 
kept at a temperature of 62 degrees for 
twenty-four hours, when in most in- 
stances it will thicken and become 
slightly acid. Occasionally stirring will 
be found beneficial. Of course the 
time it will be necessary to let cream 
stand will vary, but the condition above 
named should be reached, but not great- 


ly exceeded, for — before men- 
tioned. 


When preparing to dhurn, temper the 
cream by placing the \jcream pails, one 
ata time, in a vessel\ of hot or cold 
water asa higher or} lower tempera- 
ture may be sought. | Stir the cream 
with one hand, using) any convenient 
article, and with the/other hold in « 
thermometer till the proper tempera- 
ture has been reached. hen remove 
the cream pail from the vessel of tem- 
Pering wacer. As stated before, the 
proper temperature of cream for churn- 
ing is from 58 to 60 degrees in the sum- 
mer, and from 60 to 62 degrees in the 
winter. 

This method of tempering cream is 
better than to pour into it either hot 
or cold water, especially the former, 
for it would melt the oily portion and 
injure the grain of the butter. 
Prepare the churn by first scaldin 
with hot water, then by rinsing wit 
cold watér, 

jt makes but little difference what 
kind of a churn is used, only that it bas 
no paddles, floats or shafts inside. There 
should be nothing inside of a churn at 
the time of starting but cream. It 
should be made of good, sound, sweet 
wood-—hardwood of course preferred— 
smoothly finished, especially on the in- 
side, and so constructed that it can 
easily be kept clean. There can hardly 
be anything better than an oak pack- 
age. 

A churn should never be more than 
‘half full of cream, to insure which it 


| Should mot be quite half full before! 


starting, for after a few revolutions the 
| cream swells to the extent of consider- 
ably increasing ite bulk. 

As indicated by the kind of churn here 
recommended, the agent employed to 

roduce separation, or to “bring the 

sutter,”” should be concussion, not fric- 
tion, as would, to a certain extent be 
the case were paddles or floats driven 
through the churn the agent employ- 
ed is mainly concussion, and the grain 
of the butter is less likely to be broken 
in that kind of a churn than one having 
internal parta that grind, or, as might 
j be said, rub it.

Ontario’s Mining Industries. 


Annual Report of the Commissioner of 
Crown Lands Brought Dows. 


Torotito, March 14.—The Hon. A. 8. 
Hardy, Comntissioner of Crown Lands, 
in presenting his annual report says: 
The mining industry of the proyince is 
improving slowly but steadily. In the 
Sudbury nickle region there has not 
been any great demand for mining 
lands, as po new discoveries have been 
made and the market for nickle during 
the year has not been such as to induce 
the establishment of any new works. 
The industry is, however, of great 
value to the settlers in that region by 
the employment it affords and the 
markets it creates for all kinds of agri- 
cultural produce. Ittmay be mentioned 
that the output of the nickle and copper 
mines in the Sudbury district last year 
when smelted in the furnaces was equiv- 
alent in metallic contents to 4,731,000 
pounds copper and 4,681,768 pounds 
nickle and the value, computed at the 
selling price at the works was $566,073. 
The teluetry gave employment to an 
average of 419 men, the amount paid 
for labor being $210,000. In addition 
to this the works consumed very large 
quantities of cordwood, which gives 
employment to the settlers, who take 
small contracts to get out wood for the 
campanies. 


GOLD FIBLD REPORT. 


Discoveries of gold continue to be 
made it different parts of the province, 
asin the Hastings district, Sudbury 
district, the region north of Lake Supe- 
rior and the north-western part of the 
province around ‘Lake of the Woodsand 
Rainy Lake and up the Seine river to 
Lac de Mille Lacs. ‘his latter field has 
an area of about two thousand square 
miles, ths greater part of which has 
been as yet very imperfectly explored. 
The formations in which gold is princi- 
pally found occur irregularly through- 
out a region of 100,000 square miles ex- 
tending along both sides of the height 
of landfrom the eastern boundary of 
the province to the western with a 
length of 700 miles and a breadth of 
100 miles to 200 miles. Gold mining 
is largely limited as yet to development 
work, A number of stamp mills haye 
been erected, but at the present season 
of the year several of these are not run- 
ning. It is altogether probable that on 
the opening of navigation those mills 
that are not now running and several 
new ones will be put in operation. 


HAMILTON BLAST FURNACE, 


The completion of a blast furnace at 
Hamilton will, it is confidently hoped. 
result in the establishment of a 
local market for iron ores, and already 
some progress has been made in opaning 
iron mines, notably in the County o 
Hasti and on the north shore of 
perior, in. anticipation of this 
demand. immense bodies of hema- 
tite ore on the Mattawan river, and of 
magnetic ore on the Atik-okan river in 
the western part of the province, when 
reached by railway conimunication, 
will supply ore excellent in quality and 
practically unlimited in quantity.

MRS. JAMES DAVIS. 


Mrs. James Davis,mother of the Rey. 
Father Davis, of this village, died on 
Saturday, March 14th. The 4 sed 
was born at McGuire's Bridge, county 
Fermangh, Ireland, in 1412, and had 
consequently reached the ripe age of 84 
years. For 6) years she resided in the 
city of Kingston and saw it grow from 
a comparatively small village to its 
present prosperous state as one of the 


chief cities of the Dominion. Possessed 
of a more than ordinary physical con- 
stitution, she was as active at the time 
of her th as moat women are at the 
age of filty. In fact, the Hon. Senator 
Sullivan, M. D., who attended her in 
her lagt illness, pronounced her, ‘* the 
best piweryed woman he ever met with 
in his sive practice,” She died in 
the House of the Sisters of the Hote) 
Dieu. in Kingston. to which religious 
institution she was a generous benefac- 
tor, During her life-time she donated 
to the Archbishop, of Kingston, the 
beautiful altar in the new church ad- 
joining the Kingston Penitentiary and 
also large sums of money for the erm- 
belishing of bis cathedral. The beauti- 
ful avd massive oaken altar, at a cost 
of $1000, she donated to the new church 
of the Hotel Dieu, and also all her 
worsonal property at the time of her 
th. In her the poor of the city 
mourn one whose hand was ever open 
to help them and whose unostentatious 
charity claddened many of their humble 
homes. Her death was a fitting close 
to her well spent life and it was one 
most consoling and beautiful in all its 
sad surroundings. Around her death- 
bed were assembled the Sisters of the 
community who fervently poured forth 
their prayers for her victorious entrance 
into eternity, while her son, v. 
Father Davis, with her hand gently 
held in his, pronounced over her, even 
as she drew on last sigh, those solemn 
rites of the Catholic church specially 
instituted for the spiritual benefit of the 
dying. Her body was.laid out hy the 
nuns in their spacious and beautiful 
varlor where it was viewed by hun- 
reds who came to take their last look 
at one whose face was so long familiar 
in the city. The funeral took place on 
Monday the 16th to the cathedral, at 
9.30 a. m., which was filled to the doors 
by. the large numbers who were present 
to pay their last tribute of respect. 
The Mass was sung by the Rev. Father 
O’Brien, of the cathedral, with Deacon 
and Sub-deacon, while the Archbishop, 
whe chanted the Libera,was present on 
his Episcopal throne in full canonicals. 
The full choir was in attendance and 
led by Mrs. Derosche, organist, render- 
ed the solemn Mass of Requiem as only 
trained artists can do. After the cere- 
monies in the cathedral were concluded 
the solemn cortege. accompanied by the 
Archbishop and all the clergy, wended 
it’s way to St. Mary's cemetery, where 
the body was placed in the vault to 
await burial in the spring. We tender 
to Father Davis our hearty sympathy 
on the death of his venerable and 
beloved mother. 

At 9.90 yesterday morning mass was 
said in the R. C. church by the Rev. 
Father Davis, assisted by Rey. Father 
Murtagh, of Marmora, for the eternal 
repose of the soul of his deceased 
mother. A large congregation was 
present to restify to the respect in which 
she was held and to join with their 
pastor in his last act of filial duty to 
his beloved parent. In the last four 
vears all the immediate family of 
Father Davis have passed away with 
the exception of one sister, (the wife of 
John McKeown, County Attorney, of 
S}.Catharines,) and she is at present an 
inmate of St. Michael's Hospital, Toron- 
to, and-in a yery critical condition,

STORM-STRICKEN AUSTRALIA.

The Terrihic Beat Seeceeded by Reavy 
Mailstorms treat Loas of Life. 

A despatch from Melbourne says that 
there has been a terrible hailstorm 
there, the hailstones being the largest 
on record. Windows were smashed 
and buildings unroofed and wrecked by 
the force of the storm. Shipping also 
was damaged and sunk, and trees were 
uprooted. One woman was reported 
killed.

Remedial Vote Carried ! 


The Government Sustained by 
18 Majority. 


After one of the hottest debates 
that has taken place in the 
Canadian parliament for many 
years, the vote on the Remedial 
Bill, second reading, was carried 
by a majority of 18, on Friday 
morning last. The debate had been 
continued since the 3rd inst., and 
the vote was taken at 5 o'clock in 
the morning after 36 hours contin. 
nous sitting. The longest sitting 
on record. Despite the lateness of 
the hour at’ which the vote was 
reached there were a great many 
spectators in the galleries when the 
division bells were set ringing. 
Just at 5 o'clock there was a lively 
scene. Many of the members had 
fone to their hotels and others 
were sleeping in private rooms 
throughout the building. 

Messengers were sent hurrying 
in all directions and soon the mem- 
bers were streaming in. The vote 
on- Mr. Laurier's amendment, giving 
the Remedial Bill a six month's 
hoist, resulted in its defeat by 24 
majority , the yote standing as fol- 
lows: For the amendment, 91; 
against the amendment, 
Among the conservatives who voted 
for Laurier’s amendment were: 
Messrs. Wallace, Sproule, MeNeil, 
Cockburn, Carseallen, Weldon, Me- 
Carthy, O'Brien, Craig, Tyrwhitt, 
Maclean, of East York, Hodgins, 
Bennett, Wilson and Rosamond. 
Seven Liberals voted against Mr, 
Laurier’s amendment, as follows :— 
Vailancourt, Devlin, Beausoleil, 
Fremont, Meclsaacs,, Angers and 
Delisle. The vote on the second 
reading of the Remedial Bill was 
then taken and it was carried by 
18 majority, the vote standing : For 
second reading 112; against it 94. 
On this division Ross of Dundas, 
Hughes and McGillivray, Conserva- 
tives, also yoted against the govern- 
ment, in addition to those above 
mentioned.

LITTLE HELP? 


Many times some little hint or scrap 
of knowledge will save time. steps and 
worry. More than thai.

When boiling @ soft custard of any 


kind, it will save worry to know that | 
if a spoonful is lifted and then poured | 


back, little lumps will stick to the 
spoon if the cusiard is done, while if it 
‘s not done the spoon will be left clean. 

When a pudding is to t 
bag, be sure that the water is boiling 
when it is put im, and that the boiling 


does not stop for an instant until the | 


pudding in done. When it is done. 
transfer it instantly from the boiling 
water and then turn it out as quickly 
as possible. This rule applies to pud- 
dings boiled in a mound as well as to 
those in a bag. A plate turned upside 
down in the bottem of the kettle will 
prevent the bag from sticking. When 
the pudding must be turned, do it un- 
fler the water. Nearly all puddings 
inay be boiled instead of baked, but it 
Lakes double the time. 

When mixing a custard where the 
Cees are to be added to the scalded or 
boiling milk, reverse the usual order 
of proceeding, and instead of adding the 
eges to the milk, add the milk to the 
beaten eggs. Add a spoonful at a 
time until all danger of curdling is past, 
then add the milk beating all the time. 
Return to the fire and cook until of 
the right consistency, 

If a cake is ready for the icing and 
the discovery is made that there is no 
chocolgte in the house, don't give up 
the chocolate cake, but use cocoa, and 
if any one knows the difference he will 
only know that it is extra good. - 

If a salad is wanted that calls for 
celery, and the celery is not at hand, 
then comes in the helpfulness of anoth-. 
er makeshift. Take a head of cabba 
and strip the center stems out of the 
leaves. Soak them in very cold water: 
cut them into dice, and then pour ex- 
tract of celery over them. If the ex- 
tract ia not at hand use celery vinegar. 
tm the dressing, or, lackign either, use 
eelery salt. 

If a cabbage head is to be shaved it 
can be done very much more easily and 
finely if the head is first soaked in cold 
water for several hours, then shaken 
thoroughly and dried just before us- 


ing. It will also be of much more deli- 
tate flavor.
